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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of Group I and Species A (Fig. 8a) in the reply filed on 
1 1/17/2008 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point 
out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as 
an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Applicant states that claims 1-23 and 25-50 read on elected Group I and Species 
A. However, it is noted that claims 15-19 and 36-40 are drawn to the PSTM correction 
of non-elected species B (Fig. 8b) and not the CORRnmo of elected Species A (Fig. 8a). 
Therefore, claims 15-19 and 36-40 are withdrawn from consideration as they are drawn 
to a nonelected species. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, and resubmission of the originally filed claims and the 
claims filed with the preliminary amendment, are sufficient to overcome the previous 
objection to the claims. The objection for duplicate claims 15-19 in the previous Office 
Action appears to be a result of a scanning mistake in the Patent Office and not a result 
of applicant filing duplicate claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-14, 20-23, 25-35, and 40-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because 
the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 
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Process claims 1-14, 20-23, 25-35, and 40-51 are not tied to a particular 
apparatus or machine and the claims do not transform a particular article to a different 
state or thing. The steps of the method claims are data processing steps that are not 
tied to any particular machine or apparatus and the data processing steps do not result 
in the transformation of a particular article to a different state or thing. Therefore, the 
process claims are not directed to statutory subject matter.
